Une of the best debates heard yet 
In the Arts '29 debating series was held 
In the smoking loom of the .\rts Build- 
ing yefté-nlay ulion tin,, affirmative 
Bide of the argument "llesolved Ih.-it 
the foundation of the Canadian ICm- 
bassy at Washington, U.S.A., la likely 
to Prove detrimental to the unity of 
the Urltlsh^Commonwoalth of Nations" 
which was uphold by 11. C. Reid and 
C. Carroll was given the decision 
over the negative, which was defend- 
ed by George Scott and R. D. Smith. 
In the opinion or the Judges, Alan 
Nuthnin and ITciuy Janes of the Grad- 
uate School, this was the best debate 
heard yet and there was some difficul- 
ty in awarding the decision , with th* 
result that the Judges had lo leave 
the room twice before they could de- 
cide. Ill .summing i>p the ilcl)ale. .Man 
Ijiithani speaJiIng for the Judge.s, sold 
that Carroll was the best speaker of 
Uie four while his partner Reld shone 
In his final rebuttal. The negative on 
the other liand worked in better uni- 
son. The dcclHlon of the Judges was 
applauded by the spectators present. 
La^^rcnce .Mark.s who acted as chair- 
man Informed the spectators that on 
Friday of ilii> wcfek Brown ami 
O'.Mcar.i would oppose Zaltllii and 
Shapiro. 

Itold who spoke ilr.-^l for ilie .-iffir- 
inatlvo opened the debate by exiilalii- 
liiir the proposition. "L'liity is iinder- 
.siood to mean auoli unity as existed 
In the Hrltlsli Commonwealth before 
the War" he said. He procecdod to 
e.\aniliu- this uiilly. In Canada tln! reel- 
In;; iii'iore the Will- w,is very strongly 
imperialist Ic. itoiilen won his election 
by waving the flag. Was this Canada's 
flag-/ No! It was the Brltli-h flag. Jn 
19::fi however Ihc election of Ihe Lib- 
eral I'ariy resulted from lh<!lr polhty 
of autonomy for Canada. All nego- 
llatlona before the war were carried 
on by Ihc Hrltlsli Ambassador.

Thousands \isli the islands every 
year. The scenery Pnrris described 
as unsurpassed in Ihe worl<l, and said 
that no artist's brush nor any poet's 
pen could do ample Justice lo the 
beauty of the West Indies. 

The popiilittion, the speaker said, 
was very eosnio|>olltan, nearly every 
nation In the world being represent- 
ed, though, of course, iho majority wa.-- 
overwhelmlngly colored.

Professor nbllley In a special lec- 
ture litst night, explained the action 
and proportleB of eloctrlc'ly ,-i,s speci- 
ally applied to the .\-ltay. To an 
audience of 5il. he told in simple lan- 
guage what a unit current Is and how 
t is measured .and wont into great 
detail about electro-motive force. Due 
to the fact that he went slowly and 
carefully, he .w;ia unable to fully cover 
the topic; however, he will continue 
on tirs s.-ime subject at h'n next lec- 
iur». 

During the first few minutes Pro- 
fessor Reillcy reviewed the inaln 
points of h's last talk. He rom'iided 
the audience of the close connection 
between magnetic ' fields and electric 
curiam which wns f rst dfflcovorcd by 
mariners attempting to use their com- 
I'ases in iluinder storms. Jle then 
reminded tlieiii of Ampere's explana- 
tion of why .1 magnet Is possible, and 
by an experiment, showed that m'lg- 
netlsm ij a molecular condition. 

With illustrations on the board. li< 
went on to refresh ^helr memories 
< "iieorning the lines of force at right 
angles to a wire, comparing thoni to 
the ripples provoked by a pebble 
dropped into a .stre.nn. He .showed 
ihese forces more clearly by sUdcs of 
wires surrounded by Iron filings. 

lie then turned to his top'c for the 
evening. Though ho named three 
ma'n tlilnss to he iliscussed, hi.s time 
w.is I mitcd. and lie was only able to 
cover the first' and part of the sec- 
ond. The.se Ihree things were: (a) 
what il unit of a current \tf and how 
In measure It; (b) wh;ifa unit of 
eleotro-iiioiivc force :s and bow to 
measure It; and (c) what unit re- 
sistance Is and| how to mcti.s^irc it. 

Taking up h's first sub-dlvi.slon, he 
explained Ihat the unit of inciusure- 
iiient Is the ampere. He showed how 
the fact that a magnetic field varies 
at different points the bl.sls.fpr meas-ii-' 
:ng the unit charge. Menfbning Ihe 
dyne In connection with unit charge.

"I believe that I am not nver.st.itlng 
tlif matter when 1 say tli.ii a s.uis- 
lactnry system of rural credit Is as 
neees.sary to the development of ag- 
riculture ill the country as in a wide- 
spread application of scientific mo- 
tlinds of agriculture," said Mr. .John 
Culliton last night before the Bcononilcs 
riiil). In (iiietln^- a former Assistant 
Sccr<'Uiry of Agriculture tor the United 
States. 

Mr. Culliton went on to outline the 
rcriulrements making necessary a cre- 
dit system and also to outline a sys- 
tem of credit. ' 

A credit system for Western Canada 
Is a necessary evil. The f.irmer has 
not. at present, at his 'disposal, suffi- 
cient credit facilities; :i fririiK-i- is 
very* loinunatc indeed who l an buy 
ouu-lght maehinery, biiUdiiiK. and land. 
The West will never be filled If It has 
to wait for these. 

This cry for more credit Is not con- 
fined to Western Canada alone, but Is 
a cry that has arisen from agricul- 
tural clas.ses throughout the world. It 
Is not an Indication of iioverty. It is 
.1 sien of potential wealth. Canada, 
.iinong all countries, remains alone 
with the problem unsolved. 

Canadian banks can do Utile In their 
present form to help this situation. 
They .are farbidden liy law to lend 
money on land as security, which Is 
practically the only basis of security 
that a fimncr has to pf fer. The mere 
fact of the above statement, and be- 
cause the banks tire forced to rely 
wholly on chai.uter raises the risk 
and rate of Interest. 

The short time loans extended by 
the bank are not the best suitable 
only for carrying the farmer oyer dur- 
ing tlie growth and harvesting of the 
crop.

1 rénlly think that the School 
of Commerce has become a rival of 
the .M.S.P.E. and that we should ea- 
lablish a .School of Athletics at -Mc- 
Gill." 

IJoyd, who spoki> next for the noga- 
tive, said that a man comes to college 
to get sufficient education to enable 
him to make his way In the world. If 
his opponents urged the abolition of 
the School of Coinmerre on account 
of lack of cultural study, he argued, 
why not abolish (he faculties of Sci- 
ence and Afedlcine? 

Alexander, speaking in support of 
the motion, replied tnr a suggestion 
made by the negative that the Faculty 
of Arts be .ibolished, by pointing out 
thai if the Faculty of Arts were abo- 
lished the Shrorjl of Commerce would 
go with it. Arts, he affirmed, is the 
on-ly faculty which has a place in a 
true I'nivcrslly, as It alms to Imprcn-o 
the mind and promote culture. He 
stated tlKH materialism is too preva- 
lent today. If the Commerce men wish 
a technlc'il fducatlon. he argued, let 
them take a technical course, and If 
they want an education, let them take 
/Vrts. 

The last speech of tho evening wts

("oninierce men who bad ."ipokon. In 
said, was tholr colossal lonceit, In 
addition to which they had evaded the 
real Issue as he laid it forth in his 
speech. Commerce, he said, is a cam 
ouflaged Arts course, ns was evidenced 
by the boasi of on" of th" speakers 
for the negative llint a dngrop 
could be obtained after one additional 
year of study. This tendency to In 
elude Art.s courses In the Cominerce 
curriculum shows that they are not 
Wtllnc a technical training but 
oanioufbic;od Arts course. Again, he 
affirmed, they are not advancing as 
far to'n-ardB their C.A. as they think, 
as evidenced by the' experiences of 
Commerce graduates in the past. As 
for the importance of Commerce In 
student activities, he said he was nuile 
siH-e that if the t'chool of (.'ommeron 
were abolished tomorrow all the cani- 
puM activities would go on ns usua.! 

After the conclusion of tho discus- 
sion, a. A'ote was taken and resulted 
In a win for the Commerce students 
by a vote of 21 again.1l 11, after which 
the, meeting adjourned.

."tiidy of .Music throughout tho I'ubil.^ 
and High School years upon .a sound 
educRtlonal and administrative busU. 

It will bo readily admitted that the 
first concern of the University niuft 
bo to provide iiio higher teaching rn- 
riiilrcl for coiir.'îi'.'i léadln;; to lie de- 
gree of Mu.". Uoo. and Mus. Hac. and 
the diploma of Llccntl.ate in the Fac- 
ulty of Music, as 'well as for the op- 
tional course In Music for the n..\. 
decree prescribed by the I'QciiIty ol' 
Arts. For thii purpose tarching deal- 
ing with Music from the synthetical, 
analytical and historical viewpoints 
must be the first claim on the Con- 
sarvalorium, but for both the degree 
■ n Music and for the Arts dagre* can- 
didates ara raquirad to pursue practi- 
cal study in Music. Tlic (luostion .iris- 
es whether the Conservatorlum «hould 
provide a staff large enough for tho 
teaching of practical music for both 
the.so purposes. Hitherto It has done 
so for the purpose of the degrees in 
Mu.-tic. This question should be ex- 
amined from two aspects, the Acad- 
emic and the Financial. 

To take the financial aspect first, 
ll' alt .students preporing for Music 
in tho .Krta Faculty and for degrcen 
ill Music are to be obliged to obtain 
all their pnictlcal instruction wltli the 
Conservatorlum, a staff for I'raotical 
Te-achlng at least ns large o-s tho pre- 
sent one must be maintained. In order 
lo do this, adefiuale let.'ilnlng s-al.-irlcs 
must continue to be provided. Hut ll 
has .already been experienced that such 
adequate salaries. In the absence of 
public grant or larger prl\*.ite endow 
mont, can only be maintained by :e- 
celpts in fees from Junior pupil.'i, and .a 



varloly of conditions to be iliscusscd 
later liave proved this source ot" In- 
come to bo Inadequate. 

From the aoadamic .standpoint, a 
number of considerations have to be 
met. 

(1) The number ot siudonls prep.ir- 
Ing for degrees In Music has never 
been large and has shown no signs 
of Increasing. 

(21 The number of highly qualified 
teachers of practical music in Mont- 
real Is not confined lu the Conserva- 
torlum Staff. 

(3) It is not expected that highly 
qualifiod teachers of practical mttsic 
will eijcourapo their pupils to enter 
for dopree atiulles, If by so doing thoy 
are to resign all part in tho further 
musical education of Ihelr puidls, 
Might they not take a sympnllicllc 
interest in this aspect of tho work of 
the Unl\"orflity If they .wore ta receive 
from tho latter the rccogtiltlon and en- 
couragement that a University could 
extend lo those able to oontrlbulo to 
the growth of higher standards of 
musical education and appreciation In 
the community? 

(4) Moi^eo-ver, the fees charged by 
tho Conservttlorimn are below the rate 
prevniiintt oiitMldc tlii' I'nlver.slty (for 
reasons referred to above, thn assump- 
tion being that' the University should 
thus encourage musical talent) .and 
tho result Is that tho Uiilverslty, 
through the Conservatorlum, comes 
Into economic competition with teanli- 
ora outside tlin llniversity among them 
Its own old students. It has already 
been remarked that tho Justification 
for this — tho ability to supply muslcnl 
education nl a lower rafe— no lonC'or 
exists, and the University is Incur- 
ring annual deflcilH by so doing.

Turning lo tho second prolilein lie- 
foro tho Unlversltyj namely Its rela- 
tion to the leaching of Music to pupils 
ot Publie and Jligh School age. 

Prom the time that Iho Conserva- 
torium was opened down lo the pre- 
sent day provision in the schools or 
In any public Institution for tho musi- 
cal educAtlon of young people has been 
flmt^ll and limited mainly to class 
alntilng. Undoubtodty there has been 
progress In Montreal Itéelf oh lliifl side 
of the subject, due In the Hlgli 
Schools to the work of tho .specially 
appointed instruotors and in llio Pub- 
lic (Uchoul.s lo the constant walohtui-' 
nosH and ciire of the Suptfrvlsor ai>-~ 
pointed hy tho PrOtesttint Board of 
School Cominissionèrs. It Is safe" la' 
ssy that their work lias helped great 



ly in the awakening oC Interest In 
Music as a school subject. Sir Hugh 
Allen, during his visit to tho National 
Educational Conférence In April ot 
last year, drow public attention to the 
Subject, of Music in the .schools, and 
emphasized its Importance In on un- 
certain terms. 

From evidence placed before the 
Committee, It is obviouM that a very 
large percentage of pupils in the 
schools attempt, after school hours and 
•al their parents' expense, to acquire 
some skill in Individual ]>erformanco 
of music al some lime during the 
years thoy spend at school. The ex- 
perience of the Conserv.atorium In Its 
efforts to supply facilities to pupils 
of school age bos, however, not been 
encouraging . A comparatively 
small ntimber of school pupils 
can give the lime for lessons and 
theory cl.osses at a centre often in- 
volving n lonir tramway Journey lo 
and fio. Tho percentage r.apiiUj' dlm- 
In'shes year by year until. It becomes 
very small indeed towords the end of 
the High School period, and again 
ilurliiK the I'nlverslt.v per'od. and 
whilst there is Homclimes jl slight 
revival of Interest, only the most 
persistent enthuslasl.s continue their 
serious musical studios cffect'vely. 
AVhnt with the multiplicity of studies 
and oilier siudonl aelvltles In Uie 
HCliooI.s and snlisennently in ihJ' I'nl- 
versit.v, nli real interest in .Music and, 
therefore, a'l hope of developing musl- 
cnl talent In those who possess it by 
nature, is slowly driven lo Iho wall. 
Il would .seem to be self-fvldenl that 
unless some ser ous ail-rouud know- 
ledge and appreciation Of music be en- 
couraged more deliberately and co- 
ordinated In the High .Schools. Xfr- 
mal Schools and fnlversltles musical 
education In the community is un- 
dermined al its very foiind.iiions r.r.d 
ih's very important fairtor In the l-fe 
and culliire of the community is .sac 1- 
riced . 

It is often remarked, with what 
trulh It is not here necessarv to de- 
cdo, thai .Montreal is lacking in .an 
appreciation of Music. It is pertinent 
to rem.ark that an .ajipreolation can 
seldom I19 found where there Is no 
knowleclce. anil iinf, an oppoituntty 
for a knowledge of iiui«lc s in(."'0 
widely available, the ground will re- 
main barreij of musical apprec .-itio;-, 
wlilcli cannot grow' up by magic. 

It was some such thoughts as thc'c 
in mind that the Committee nddros?- 
ed lo the Protestant School Hoard of 
Montreal the following quest'ons: (1) 
What chance Is there ot oblalnirg 
suitable space in the School build- 
ings of the c'ty for tho teaching of 
pupils who may be willlnir 10 follow 
this subject at liours when they ure 
not required 10 attend regular school 
cla.sses: and V-) granting that the 
Unlvers'ty Is willing to allow the 
study and practice of music as a sub- 
jecl for Malrlctilatlon, what chance 
Is there thai this subject may bt in'idi< 
one of the recognised siihjepts of 
school stud.v, .especially In the lllirh 
SohoolH of tho city? To the first of 
these questions the committee of the 
! Hoard answered wholeheartedly that 
I 11 was the policy of the Hoard to make 



the maximum use of .tU school liu'ld- 
Ings and property for all legillmale 
educational purposes In the city, and 
tliatiilhey .hod no doubt that the nc- 
comodKt'on could be easily avallab'e, 
Mpeclaliy after the hour of half-pa :i 
Uiroo in Hie afternoon, provided th.at 
sulLablo teaching supervision and ro- 
fiponslbllity .are assured. Replying to 
the second of these questions, they 
pointed out that the matter is bcvn.Td 
the jiirisdictioii of tho Hoard: tlie only 
competent authority to deal with the 
subject of study set down in tho cur- 
ricula of the Public Schools being the 
Protestant rommitlcc of the Council 
of Kducal'on for llie music may be 
taught in the slhools during school 
hours or after and this subject re- 
cognised ns one for which credit is 
allowed to pup!ls in tho regular work 
of the schools. 

.\ proposition lo establi.sli a. junior 
department at a residential centre :\'. 
.some distance west of tho University 
was dropped nt the outbreak of w.^r 
«ind has. not rec\sived further consider- 
ation, Xeltlier educationally." nor al- 
minlstralively nor financially would 
juch a policy altogether meet me- 
case. 

it Is true that some Universities 
and Conservatories of Ih's continent, 
on tho Old Country and on the Con- 
tinent of Hurope, the leaohing of theo- 
retical and practical music lo pupIN 
of all ftges Is carried on. Util such a 
provision voquircs State support or 
largo pi'lvato endowments, and, of 
couwo, largo and specially con«tinic<«>d 
bulld ngs. Tho McOHl ConBcrvatorium, 
which has none of these tilings and 
only verj' limited resources, has reach- 
ed a point In Us hlstorj* where it will 
bo ohllgod to limit Us teaching 

.\s ev'dence of mhre co-ordination 
between tho Schools and tlie Univer- 
sity, tho Protestant I'Jommittee of the 
Council of l'éducation for the Prôvince 
has now included inus'c among the 
subjects for which credit Is allow- 
ed lo pupils ill the regular work 
or tho It'gh School, .-us well as in the 
School Leav iig TCxanilnutioii. and the 
ptiunal. subject for .Matriculation to 
he Pacuity ôf Arts. 
If these changes Aré %t> uâher ih n 
new order of tilings, the^e should bo a 
growth in tlin iilimber of School pupils 
anxious lo obtain instruction ii; ina- 
otlcul music, and -tbo above comments 
upon the mat oxperienco ot the Con- 
servatorlum indicate , that, it 1ft not

The next speaker was K. U. Swift 
who dealt with the economic life of 
the West Indies. The Islands were to 
a very Krc-at extent ayrlculliiral. and 
till."* kIvcs tlio iiihaltHiuits their <-hlef 
sourcf "T iiiromr W'lifii th.' slaves 
had been fieed they bad lieeii left to 
the klmlly hand of nature to lake care 
,of them, but In the course of limn, 
through hard work and thrift, the na- 
'ives advanced until Icday there is a 
larBe chihs ..f naihi- small land-hold- 
er«. 

The chief iradc of the islands Is 
larrled on with Great nritain, Can- 
yndn and the United Slates. The ex- 
*' ports are fruits, tobacco, sugar and 
coffee, while the imports consist of 
all sorts of manufaclurcd goods. .■«Ince 
no srcat factories exist in the is- 
land.-i. The economic posslblUlles of 
the Wc.^t Indies are grçal, and the 
speaker compared these lo those of 
Canada. There are great natural re- 
sources a.s yel undeveloped, an abund- 
ance of labor, ready capital and a good 
climate. But a jfreat drawback is the 
Ignorance of the ma.s»cs. .tincc there 
is a deficiency of. schools. Labor is 
not organized so wages arc low, thus 
the standard of living is not as high 
ns il might be. This constitutes one' 
of the principal economic problems' of 
the West Indies. Another problem is 
the sreal waste of fruits.; lie cited as 
an example the fact that only one half 
of one per cent of all the oranges are 
exported. Of the rest only a small 
portion Is consumed by the natives 
and,lhc remainder goes to waste. This 
lic'spcaker thought was due to a lack 
of markets. The great distance of. the 
Islands from the markets of the world 
necessitated the use of rclrigcralion 
on 'the boats, and the present supply 
of these Is Inadequate. 

•Swlfl then dispelled many of ihc 
popular fallacies regarding: the West 
Indies and Ktrongly refuted the popu- 
lar belief that the natives' are Inher- 
ently la7.y, saying that their working 
day Is lonBcr than our own. Ques- 
tions were then asked by some mem- 
bers of the audience and a short dls- 
cussloTi followed.

Attempts at solution have been made 
by the sovernmcnls of the Prairie 
Provinces, but they have failed. All 
these plans have embodied direct 
Government loans, but borrowers cjf 
Governmenl money always feel that il 
Is ("foveninuni money, and that the 
Government can wall. 

Co-operative Farm Loan .\ssocia- 
llons have been formed for credit pur- 
poses but have failed because peopl6 
are unwilling to put' money into such 
schome.»- In Western Canada there la 
not that uiilfoiniity or permanency of 
family tics that characterizes Buro- 
pean or even the United {states ag- 
ricultural class, in which such forms 
of co-oi>eration flourish. 

Il is difficult to say just what can 
lie done to solve the credit problem 
in AVcstcru Canada, but results arc 
qulle easy lo predict. Interest rales 
would have to bo, much lower than 
at preEcnt. For long term mortgages 
the farmer Is forced lo pay oigbt and 
nine percent Interest, while In the 
United States, such loans can he ob- 
talricd.for sis and seven percent; in 
liurope even less. 

The length of time for which loans 
arc made would have to be extended. 
The present amonlzallon plan. Incor- 
porated ill all agrieulliiral plans 
throughout the world. Canada Includ- 
ed, would have to be mainlulncd. 

Additional credit and a lower rate 
of Interest can only be brought about 
by making farm seeurities more at- 
Iracllvc to the liivcstoi-. To bring 
this about there inusl be addilloiial 
safely, a wider market, and a more 
favorable form- One way .in which 
Ihls could be accomplished would be 
for the federal Government lo extend 
to Ihc Canadian lîanks or some olliei- 
instilutloii the right to issue liond.i 
secured by farm mortgages, which 
could be sold in the regular bond mar- 
ket. The question also ari.scs In this 
connection '^^''^'^^hS^I^^MË^^'' could 
be sold 'to the puljli^îîî?ïLF^ra le low- 
enough lo lower the Interest lo the 
farmer. 

A solution might, ai.su be obtained 
by the systct)i of Joint Stock Land 
banks, so many of which have, sprung 
up In the United States, in recent 
years. 

R. t!. .M. GaninicII leail the second 
paper, which wa.i prlncipall.v concern- 
ed with the Co-operallve Grain Ule- 
valors, Wheat Pool, nnd Freight rates 
question, as. they affect Woatoim Can- 
ada. In regards lo the tariff qiics- 
tion be remarked that the West wants 
no tariff and Or. Lcacock'fiwyjilihiM'O, 
should be a tariff, "so thorô~yoù "arç," 

In a more serious vein he outlined 
the beginning. and phenomenal growth 
of the Saskatchewan C'o-operntlvo 
Grain HlKv.Ltor Company. .Started in 
I9II, Its shares sold for $7.50 while 
today they arc selling for $12S.on. The 
above company has since merged with 
the Saskatchewan Wheal Pool, which 
he pointed out was started in ]9:!.1 
because of economic causes rising 
more or less from the war. At present 
sixiy-five percent of the farmers in 
Western Canada belong to the Wheat 
Pool, and the Pool has branches In all 
parts of the world, 

Kquallr.allon of frelghl rales on 
ICastern and Western lines is one of 
the chiof deiiiands of the West. The 
railway Campanins iiowever, think 
that AVcHtcnr Canada should imy n 
largo share of tho expenslvo railway 
construcllon through Ihe Kocky .Moun- 
tains.

Dr. Leacock .said that since he hail 
never visited the west he was really 
speaking In Ignorance. Me then gave 
a little family history. When the 
boom first struek .Maiillolin. his f;i- 
thcr, an Onlarlu farmer, vrot the fever 
and went west, lie returned In six 
months, broke. Ills father's brother, 
newly out from Knglnnd, was the 
next to go wesl. He was able to stay 
a year and a half before he too re- 
turned broke. The next was Dr. 
Leaeock's oldest brother who stayed 
three years before he was forced lo 
return. Another brother was the last, 
and he stayed 'for" five .vears. return- 
ing broke at the end of thai lime. If 
such a process h.ul kept on iluoiiKh 
;ill his liroihois, the si:.th would prob- 
ably have been abl" lo make a com- 
fortable living. 

Dr. Leacock said that in ijpile of 
this he believed In Iho po.ssihilities 
of the wesl and that a loan sy.stcm 
was necessary. 

Ail countries have their agrarian 
problems; -but Canada has. the grcal- 
esi problem of all countries. There 
Is a profound disparity between Kaal 
and West. .Vatuie lias been f;ooil to 
Canada as regards natural rc.>wurccs 
but Canada is badly divided. i>y Laii- 
rentlans.

Brock .lamloson said Ihai the essen- 
tial trouble was wllli the liankin 
system.

In introducing tlils .subject, 
professor nolllcy .inid that it was i 
rather difficult one to approach.

Rhonltc, when rubbed on fur, lakes 
little negative electricity carriers call- 
ed electrons from tho Latter. Thus the 
çbonitc is negiitlvcly charged and the 
fur Is po»dtlv«Iy charged. Tho mass of 
these electroha Is Inflnlloly small. 

To IHijrtra.tc potentl.ii as applied to 
electric current, professor rtcHley re- 
ferred lo the work done against 
gravity In raLsing a mass, saying that 
th's action exactly corresponds to 
bringing a positive cui-rt-nt toward a 
negative one. The nogiitlvp lends lo 
retard the motion as does gravity. 

So current 'n a wire is doing work, 
and loses energy continually, which 
ha« to be constantly rc]ilaccd.'

If a 
hair Is raised through Iwo-firilis of 
an inch, approximately one erg of 
work Is done.
